SOUTHERN CAMPAIGN NOTES: Sen. Jack Kennedy, taking 
his stand way down South in the Dixie of Georgia and South Caro- 
lina, used two texts which evoked an emotional response. 

One, of course, from in 
front of Franklin D. Roosevelt's ‘“‘Little 
White House,”’ at Warm Springs, was 
from FDR himself. It was a paragraph 
from his second acceptance speech 
made before 100,000 persons at Phila- 
delphia: 

“Governments can err. Presidents 
do make mistakes. But the immortal 
Dante tells us that Divine justice 
weighs the sins of the cold-blooded and 
the sins of the warm-hearted in a dif- 
ferent scale. Better the occasional fault 
of a government living in the spirit of 
charity, than the consistent omissions 
wa Of a government frozen in the ice of its 
= own indifference.” 

ad This text he used for a universal 
fae appeal. It reached the farmers of the 
wees South, whose incomes have been drop- 

| ping for four years. It spoke equally to 

those who have been pushed off the 
land by machines and are trying to fit 
themselves into urban and industrial jobs and culture for which, 
unhappily, most are ill-prepared. 


He reminded them that Roosevelt took an America which had 
been allowed to stagnate in depression and had, by boldness and 
courage, made the nation move forward once more. 


“Franklin Roosevelt,’ said Kennedy, ‘“‘knew who had been 
omitted and ignored. And he knew who had omitted and ignored 
them. And he set about to help them—the forgotten man—to light 
the farms, to help the aged, to protect the worker, to open new 
doors to the Negroes, to care for the needs of millions of Ameri- 
cans in a thousand different ways.” 


And what, he asked, did the opposition say of Roosevelt's plans 
in 1936? 


It said, Sen. Kennedy declared, that Roosevelt would destroy and 
bankrupt us. : 


The same sources today, he said, are saying in 1960 that to 
make America strong and to set us once again on the move will 
destroy us and bankrupt us. 


It was a skillful use of the deadly parallel. 


The second text was an appeal to the new generation. Again, 
the inspiration was from a speech by FDR in 1936. “This genera- 
tion,” said Roosevelt, ‘‘has a rendezvous with destiny.” 


“I believe, in 1960," said Sen. Kennedy, ‘“‘a new generation of 
Americans who foughi for freedom on all fronts in World War II 
have now come to their own rendezvous with destiny—that their 
generation must bear the repsonsibility of leadership. . . . 


“And I want Khrushchev to know that a new generation of 
Americans has assumed leadership, a generation of Americans 
that is not satisfied to be second best—that wants to be first—not 
first if, but, when, or sometime, but first, period.” 


Kennedy's managers believe that the younger voters—up to 30 
years of age, are especially leaning to him. This was the first 
clarion call to them. 


The Democratic position in the South is believed to be improv- 
ing. Some senators who have been silent are now publicly active. 
The appearance of Sen. Herman Talmadge with Kennedy at Warm 
Springs, along with most of the congressional delegation, was sig- 
nificant. In Alabama both Senators Hill and Sparkman are at work. 
But in South Carolina and Mississippi, sullen silence is the rule. 
The real imponderable is the depth of the religious issue. But the 
outlook is somewhat brighter. 


There is a growing belief that the religious issue is losing some 
of its force. Sen. Kennedy has repeatedly declared himself free of 
any pressure, of church or whatever group. The American people 
like fair play. They sense that much of the opposition to the sen- 
ator is persecution. That some of it is honest, is true. But most of 
it is prejudice, But here again, no accurate evaluation is possible. 
This remains the imponderable.

Appeal on Press Photo Ban 


Dismissed by Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (#—The Supreme 
Court refused Monday to review 
a judge’s order banning picture 
taking and interviews on side- 
walks and strets adjacent to the 
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The Georgia Supreme Court 
unanimously upheld Judge Pye on 
the premise that freedom of the 
press is subordinate to the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary and 
proper administration of justice. 


In dismissing the attack on 
Judge Pye’s order, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court said, in effect, it 
needed a more complete record 
before being in a position to pass 
upon constitutional questions in- 
volved. 


It did so by citing a 1947 de- 
cision. In that case, Rescue Army 
challenged constitutionality of a 
Los Angeles ordinance. 

Rescue Arme was charged with 
violating regulations governing 


solicitation of contributions for 
charity. The California Supreme 
Court upheld the ordinance, and 
Rescus Army appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 


In dismissing the appeal, the 
high court said the constitutional 
issues raised by Rescue Army 
were “presented in a highly ab- 
stract and speculative form and 
the State Supreme Court has not 
clearly interpreted the numerous 
ambiguous and _ interdependent 
provisions of the intricate chap- 
ter out of which they arise.” 


The court added in the 1947 
case that a decision on the consti- 
tutional questions raised ‘‘must

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The Posture Was 
Kennedy’s Own 


To those Democrats who expected an 
inspired invocation of the Roosevelt spirit 
on wings of soaring rhetoric, Sen. Ken- 
nedy’s speech at Warm Springs must have 
been disappointing. 

The Democratic nominee paid respect- 
ful tribute to FDR and embraced his 
precepts. But he did not do it in memor- 
able language. He did it in brisk, utili- 
tarian language—which is his own. 

And that seems to be one of the Ken- 
nedy traits that emerge at this point in 
the campaign. He does not change much 
with changing occasions. He seems more 
intent on being what he is than on being 
what listeners want him to be. This can 
only be marked down as a strength, much 
as the Democratic drama-lover might 
have wanted to hear a 1960 Gettysburg 
address at the Roosevelt shrine on Mon- 
day. 

The basic force of Roosevelt, Kennedy 
said, “was not his party or his intellect, 
but it was the spirit, a spirit which he 
breathed into our party.” 

The spirit of Kennedy is a differ- 
ent one from Roosevelt's, and it must 
be judged differently. He speaks the 
stripped-down sentences of a modern 
America. He emerges as a thrusting com- 
petitor. He makes his choices and punches 
forward in single-minded concentration 
upon them. His aim of making America 
“move again” carries considerable force. 

“I want Khrushchev to know that a 
new generation of Americans has assumed 
the leadership,” he said, and this was evi- 
dent at Warm Springs. 

He stood on Roosevelt ground. But the 
posture was distinctively Kennedy’s. And 
his independent bearing gave him a look 
of strength. It is a quality that will do 
him no harm in Georgia.

Let People Have Facts 
On Danger to Schools 


It is encouraging to note that James 
S. Peters, state school board chairman, 
will take part in statewide rallies in sup- 
port of public education. 


The rallies, sponsored by four state 
organizations concerned with keeping the 
schools open, are intended to acquaint the 
public with the fact that Atlanta’s im- 
pending school crisis is not merely one 
for Atlanta but involves the whole state. 


Mr. Peters’ devotion to the public 
schools is well known. His courage in the 
now-famous letter to Roy Harris in which 
he warned of the consequences of clos- 
ing the schools started a chain reaction 
which yet has not run its course. Mr. 
Peters spoke the truth in pointing out 
that the present course invites an eventu- 
ality which could do permanent harm to 
public education. 

Since that time we have had the Sib- 
ley Commission’s report with its free- 
dom -of-choice recommendation which 
offer the least painful alternatives. As of 
now, however, there is no indication that 
the General Assembly plans any action on 
the report at its January session. There is 
genuine danger, as Federal Judge Hooper 
has pointed out, that this could mean clos- 
ing of all state schools next fall. 


The four organizations sponsoring the 
meetings deserve commendation as do 
Mr, Peters and the others who are willing 
to make an effort to arouse public sup- 
port through acquainting the people with 
the facts.

Shortage of Physicians 
Is Frightening Prospect 


In his address at Warm Springs yes- 
terday, Sen. John F. Kennedy pointed to 
an increasing shortage of doctors and 
other medically trained personnel for the 
nation’s growing population. 

His statements are supported by ghe 
medical profession itself which is er- 
taking a nationwide campaign to attract 
more young persons into the field. The 
American Medical Assn. in a recent 
statement declared that the number ap- 
plying for admission to the nation’s 85 
medical colleges still is decreasing. 


AMA figures show that since 1956 the 
number of applicants for medical degrees 


has dropped steadily from 15,917 to 14,- 
951. 


Acquiring a medical education indeed 
is a long and expensive process. But never 
before has the field offered more or 
greater challenges and opportunities. 
There is a heavier need than ever before 
for physicians in every one of the profes- 
sions 50 specialties and subspecialties. 


Sen. Kennedy proposes federal aid in 
building additional medical schools and 
federal-sponsored, low-interest loans and 
fellowships for students who cannot fi- 
nance their own training. Unless the trend 
promptly is reversed, some such program 
will be necessary in the national interest.

Great Georgians 
Tom Watson a Power 40 Years 
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SERVED STATE 


sentative and later as senator in 


century which appealed to the 
small farmer and labor groups. 


Watson influenced political 
thought and action in Georgia 
for 40 years—sometimes on one 
side of a question, then on the 
other. He ‘was an orator without 
peer and his influence over large 
numbers of rural voters carried 
many a Georgia election. 


Thomas Edward Watson, Geor- 
gia politician, who was also an 
author and editor, was born in 
1856 in Columbia County near 
Thomson, Ga., a descendant of 
Quaker ancestors who had set- 
tled in Georgia in 1768. 


Somewhere along the line the 
gentle creed of the Quakers was 
lost out of Watson’s make-up and 


he grew up to be a militant cru- 
sader of causes—most of them 
already lost when he took up the 


_ | cudgel. 


GRANDFATHER A PLANTER 

Tom Watson was greatly in- 
fluenced in his earliest years by 
his grandfather, Thomas M. 
Watson, a planter and slave-own- 
er. After the war, which saw his 
father twice-wounded, Watson 
watched the family fortunes go 
down until his brother could be 
in a position to be whipped by a 
planter for whom he was share- 
cropping. 


The idea of a return to the 
agrarian ideals of the pre-war 
South influenced Watson’s every 
early political action, and he 
fought his political battles as 
fiercely as his courtroom fights 
which finally recouped his fam- 
ily’s finances, 


Watson spent two years at Mer- 
cer University, then a small Bap- 
tist college, and two as an impov- 
erished country school teacher. 
In 1878 he married Georgia Dur- 
ham, of Thomson, where he made 
his home. He had read law priv- 
ately and started his dramatic 
rise as a criminal lawyer, 


ASSETS INCREASE 


By 1889 his assets had risen to 
land valued at more than $30,000 
in an impoverished state. He 
moved his family back to their old 
home place after thrashing the 
landiord who had mistreated his 
brother. 


Watson assumed the role of 
agrarian avenger. He was hostile 
to the new order which sought 


industrialization of the South. In

the courtrooms of Columbia and 
McDuffie counties, he came under 
the influence of Alexander Ste- 
phens and Robert Toombs, and 
carried over into his later political 
life many of the ideas if not the 
spirit of the Confederate agrarians. 


Watson jumped into the political 
puddle when he was just 23. He 
served a single term in 1882 in the 
Georgia General Assembly and 
found himself at continuous odds | 
with the state Democratic ma- 
chine, at this time dominated by 
the capitalist-industrialist leaders. 


As the New South arose—in- 
creasing its alliances with the in- 
dustrial North, Watson found him- 
self battling for the farmers. He 


y mistrusted Henry Grady, 
crusad ng editor of The he Constity 
on 


Such leaders, Watson wrote, 
“would betray the South with a 
Judas kiss.” 


Watson believed the South should 
be allied with the agrarian West 
rather than the industrial East. 
He ran for Congress in 1890 on 
the Farmers’ Alliance platform 
and was easily elected. 


Now came Watson’s first of sev- 
eral shifts to new political ban- 
ners, Choosing between fidelity to 
reform pledges and loyalty to the 
Democratic platform, he boldly 
announced himself a Populist. 


POPULIST LEADER 


The new party had a new lead- 
er in the South. .As its candidate 
for speaker and its leader in the 
House, Watson introduced many 
reform bills and supported labor 
legislation years ahead of its 
time. He also took one action 
by which most rural people now 
remember him—he introduced the 
first bill ever passed providing 
for free rural delivery cf mail. 


His congressional action did not 
take all of Watson’s time. He 
founded in 1891 the People’s Party 
Paper and published the follow- 
ing year the People’s Party Cam- 

paign Book. 


Georgia politicians at home 
were not idle, either. They 
chopped up his district and in the 
1892 election—declared by many 
to be fraudulent—his Democratic 
opponent was named victor. 


Watson was unbowed. He ran 
again. This election was even 
more questionable, but Watson 


gained national recognition with 
his denunciation of trusts, capital- 
ist finance and Democratic Party 
policies. 


In 1896 he was nominated by 
the national Populist Party for 
the vice presidency even before 
William Jennings Bryan was cho- 
sen to head both Populist and 
Democratic tickets. Watson, 
known as an enemy of fusion 
with any other party, neverthe- 
less accepted the nomination. 


Watson was treated contemptu- 
ously by Democrats and was de- 
serted by many Populists. His 
vote was small. 


Watson was embittered and 
withdrew from public life for 
eight years. He turned his hand 
to writing—some of it good, some 
partisan and rambling — mostly 
concerned with his views of his- 
tory. 

RAN FOR PRESIDENT 


In 1904 Watson was a candidate 
for president for the Populist 
Party. He polled only 117,183 
votes, but gained considerable 
personal attention as a reformer. 


In 1905 he founded Watson's 
Magazine in New York. He 
couldn’t get along with his pub- 
lishers, so he returned to Geor- 
gia to publish his weekly Jeffer- 
sonian and Watson’s Jeffersonian 
Magazine. He made a gesture at 
running for president in 1908. 


Watson again deserted the na- 
tional scene for a time. Shifting 
his followers from one Democratic 
faction to another in the state, 
he held the key to many elections 
in his hands. His personal wealth

Autopsy Pins, 
Death Cause 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP)—An au- 
topsy showed Monday that How- 
ard Glenn, 24, New York Titan 
football player, died of a broken 
neck Sunday. 


Glenn, a native of Vancouver, 
Wash., was taken to a hospital 
in a coma after coming out of 
the New York-Houston American 
Football League game in the sec- 
ond half. He became belligerent 
in the clubhouse, then hysterical 
and went into a coma. He died in 
a hospital. 


Dr. Joseph Jachimezyk, Harris 
County medical examiner, offi- 
cially listed the death as acciden- 
tal, caused by a broken neck. He 
said there was no sign of brain 
injury or heart trouble. 


Jachimezyk said the fracture 
was very near Glenn’s brain and 
did happen during Sunday’s game. 
He said death was not instan- 
taneous because the edges of the 
fractured bone had to cut the 
spinal cord before death occurred. 


He said the injury was similar 
to—although more serious than— 
the broken neck Roy Campanella 
received in an auto accident. The 
Dodger catcher was left almost 
completely paralyzed. 


“The unusual thing about these 
cases is not the quickness of 
death but that the victims even 
live at all,” the medical ex- 
aminer said. 

Glenn, a guard, returned to the 
bench after a series of plays. He 
complained of being tired and 
was sent to the clubhouse. 

He played at Linfield College in 
McMinnville, Ore., then began his 
pro football career with the New 
York Giants in 1959. He stayed 
with that team only a short while, 
then went to Hamilton in the Ca- 
nadian League. 


He returned to the Giants this 
year, but was cut from the squad 
and joined the Titans. 


Glenn is the first player to die 
in the American Football League, 
formed this year. Dave Sparks of 
the Washington Redskins in 1954 
and Stan Mauldin of the Chicago 
Cardinals in 1948 died of heart 
attacks but not in a game. Both 
played in the National Football 
League.

What Is the Stock Exchange? 


The Exchange is a volumtary as- 
sociation, as it been since it was 
established in 1792, and it func- 
tions as an open auction market. 

Before the Exchange agrees to 
list the securities of any company, 
it must be assured that the company 
is a substantial concern, that its se- 
curities are legally issued, that those 
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Stock Exchange “Big Board,”

There are many stocks and bonds 
that are not listed on any exchange. 
These unlisted securities are bought 
and sold in the “over-the-counter” 
market. The over-the-counter mar- 
ket is not a place but a method of 
doing business by private negotia- 
tion among security dealers who use 
the telephone rather than a trading 
floor to buy and sell securities. 

Most bank and insurance com- 
any stocks are traded in this mar- 

et. So are U. §. Government 
bonds and municipal bonds and 
the securities of many large com- 
panies such as Dictaphone Corp., 
Time, Inc., and Wey euser Com- 
poy and large, however, un- 
isted securities are those of small 
companies that are apt to be better 
known locally than nationally. 

They are bought and sold not 
only by many firms that are mem- 
bers of the New York Stock Ex- 
change but also by thousands of 
local security dealers. 

Suppose a man in New York 
owns some stock in an Ohio ma- 
chinery company and he wants to 
sell it. He nt know what it's 
worth because there is no regular 
market for that stock, and its price 
isn't published in the per

How to Buy and Sell Securities 


There’s nothing complicated 
about buying or se ing stocks. It's 
as easy as making a telephone call. 
As a matter of fact, that's the way 
most of our customers do business 
with us—by telephone. 

As a customer who has an ac- 
count with us, you will be assigned 
to one of our account executives. 
Let’s say his name is Ross. He is 
registered with the New York Stock 
Exchange, which means that he has 
quali as a man of good charac- 
ter and has passed an examination 
on the operation of the securities 


' business. He is a man with whom 


you can discuss your complete in- 
vestment situation—in confidence 
and with confidence. 


How Do You Get a Quotation? 


Let's su that you want to 
buy 100 shares of Typical Manu- 
facturing Company stock. You could 
drop by the office and place your 
order in n—which you might 
well do if you wanted to talk with 
Ross first a your gs pur- 
chase, Or you could place your 
order by writing a letter to Ross. 
Or you could tel , as you 
would be most likely to do if you 
had decided on your purchase and 
just wanted to place an order. 
Once you got Ross on the line, your 
first question would probably be, 
“What's Typical egg at now?” 

Ross might be able to answer 
your question by taking a quick 
look at the “quote board” in the 
front of the office. The quote board 
shows the latest prices for many 
of the most popular stocks. In some 
of our offices, where Teleregister 
service is available, the board is 
electrically operated, and every 
price change is automatically re- 
corded for each of about 300 dif- 
ferent stocks. The open, high, and 
low prices for the day and the clos- 
ing price for the preceding trade 
day are also shown for most of these 
stocks. In the rest of our offices, 
where Teleregister service is not 
available, prices for the most popu- 
lar stocks are chalked up on the 
quote board as they come through 
on the ticker tape. 

In all our s, the ticker tape 
is projected on a Translux screen, 
so that everyone in the office can 
see it. Hence, even if prices for 
Typical stock are not shown on the

tape, all stocks are referred

If Ross cannot give you the last 
rice on Typical either from the 
rd or from the tape, he can get 
it for you in a minute or so and call 
you back. He can do this easily, no 
matter how far he is from the Ex- 
change, because Merrill Lynch has 
more than 110,000 miles pot reared 
wires connecting all our offices to 
our New York headquarters. 


How Do You Place an Order? 


Sup Ross finds that the last 
sale of Typical was at 25 and that 
the current quote on the floor of 
the Exchange is 25 bid, 25% asked. 
That means that $25 is the highest 
price that anyone is then willing 
to pay for Typical, and $25.25 is 
the lowest price at which anyone 
is willing to sell Typical stock. 

“Shall I place your order at the 
market?” Ross asks. A market order 
is an order for immediate execu- 
tion at the best price that prevails 
when the order reaches the floor 
of the Exchange, regardless of how 
the price may have changed (up 
or down a fraction of a point, some 
times more) between the time you 
placed the order and the time it 
can be executed. 


How Are Orders Executed? 


Suppose you give Ross a market 
order for 100 shares of Typical. 
That order is immediately wired 
to our New York headquarters and 
telephoned directly to a Merrill 
Lynch booth on the floor of the 
Exchange. On the floor, one of our 
brokers goes to the trading post at 
which Typical is bought and sold. 
There are 19 such posts on the 
floor of the Exchange, and approxi- 
mately 80 stocks are traded at each 
one of them. 

At the trading post, our floor 
broker asks for the prevailing mar- 
ket price. Other brokers with orders 
to buy or sell Typical Manufactur- 
ing make their bids and offers in 
audible voices, No secret transac- 
tions are permitted. 

Our floor broker will not reveal 
whether he wants to buy or sell 
when he asks for price informa- 
tion, because he will hope to get 
a better price by bargaining. For 
instance, one broker may offer to 
sell at 25%, and another will an- 
nounce his willingness to buy at 
25%. Our floor broker may then 
say that he is willing to pay 25% 
for 100 shares and ‘conclude a pur- 
chase at that price. 

Once your order is executed, a 

report of the transaction is tele- 
honed back from our Exchange 

th to our headquarters office in 


New York, and a wire is ptly 
sent to Ross giving him all the de- 
tails. Ross then telephones you and 


tells you the exact price paid for 


your stock. The whole operation 
usually takes only a few minutes. 

A customer can, if he wants, set 
the pres that he is willing to pay 
by placing a limit order. You might 
tell us, for instance, to buy Typical 
only if it could be bought at 24%. 
Further, you might say that any 
such order is good for a day,°a 
week, a month, or indefinitely. 
Then if Typical is offered at 24% 
within the time that you have set, 
your order to buy is executed, un- 
less there are o similar orders 
on file that have precedence. Of 
course, the price of Typical might 
move right on up to 26 or 27. In 
such case, you would have lost 
your ehance to buy at 25 or there- 
abouts. That’s why any decision 
to buy that turns exclusively on 
the probable gain of a fraction of 
a point is apt not to be a good 
decision for most investors. 

Limit orders can also be used in 
reverse—in selling stock. Thus, if 
you owned Typical, you might tell 
us to sell your stock for you, if 
we could, at 26. 


How Big Must An Order Be? 


In this example, weve assumed 
that you ordered 100 shares be- 
cause most stocks listed on the 
Exchange are traded in 100-share 
units or “round lots.” But you can 
buy stocks in smaller units if you 
like—5 or 10 or 25 shares; any 
number, in fact. Any order for 
anything less than 100 shares is 

ed an “odd lot.” 

If you give a broker a market 
order for 0 shares of Typical, he 
must buy that stock from an odd- 
lot dealer, who performs a kind of 
wholesaling function on the Ex- 
change by breaking up round lots 
of securities into smaller packages. 
Such odd-lot dealers do business 
only with other brokers on the 
Stock Exchange floor, not with the 
public. For rendering their “whole- 
sale” service, they charge one- 
eighth of a point (12%¢) for every 
share of stock they buy or sell at 
less than $40, one-fourth (25¢) a 
share for higher-priced stocks. 

Apart from that extra charge, 
you don’t have to pay any more 
per share on a 10-share order than 
on an order for 100 shares, because 
the price at which your odd-lot 
order is executed is always the 
same as the price that prevails on 
the next round-lot sale of that 
— on = Eahene™, 

uppose Typical Manufacturing 
sells at 25 on the next round-lot 
transaction after our floor broker 
places your 10-share order with 
the odd-lot dealer. Your stock will 
then cost you 25% per share—25 
for the stock % to cover the 
odd-lot cost. If you were selling an 


odd-lot of Typical instead of buy- 
ing, then you would get only 24% 
per share for your stock—the 
round-lot price of 25 less % to 
cover the odd-lot cost. 


What Does lt Cost to Buy and 
Sell Stocks? 


Reasonable commissions are 
charged on all Stock Exchange 
transactions, and all member firms 
charge exactly the same standard 
scale of rates. These rates vary 
with the amount of money in- 
volved in the transaction and are a 
little less proportionately on big 
orders than on small ones. Thus 
the commission on 100 shares of 
Typical at 25 would amount to 
1.26% of the purchase price, while 
on 10 shares it would be 2.4%. 
Currently, the average commission 
on all Stock Exchange transactions 
is under 2. 

As soon as we complete a pur- 
chase for you, we send you a bill 
that shows exactly what you 
bought, what price was paid, what 
commission is due, what postage 
or tax, if any, is incurred, and what 
total amount is owed. We do not 
make any charge for special serv- 
ices, such as providing research in- 
formation or carrying an inactive 
account or safeguarding securities 
for customers. In accordance with 
Stock Exchange rules, brokers must 
receive payment for any stock pur- 
chased for their customers within 
four business days. 

After you pay the bill, you can, 
if you wish, obtain the stock cer- 
tificate that shows that the shares 
you bought in Typical Mannfac- 
turing Company have been regis- 
tered in your name and that you 
are entitled to all rights, privileges. 
and dividends due to stockholders 
in that company, Or, like an in- 
creasing number of our customers. 
you may find it more convenient 
to leave your securities in our 
vaults. In that way, you are pro- 
tected against losing the certificate. 
and it is on hand whenever the time 
comes when you want to sell. We'll 
collect your dividends or bond in- 
terest payments, credit them to 
your account, and mail a monthly 
statement to you, showing exactly 
what we hold for you. There is no 
charge for this service. As a matter 
of fact, we make no service charges 
of any kind. We consider that we 
get adequate compensation for our 
services from the minimum com- 
missions that we charge in execu- 
ting orders for our customers.
